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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment filed on 6 November 2006 will 
be entered on record since it puts the application in better form for appeal. Applicant's arguments however are not persuasive, therefore 
the rejections that presently stand against the remaining pending claims are maintained. More specifically, Applicant reasserts that the 
cited art fails to teach "the use of a logic network that writes and read data from a plurality of data classes into a plurality of buffer regions 
wherein each data class is written into and read from a different buffer region". Examiner maintains, per the rejection and arguments set 
forth in the Office action made final on 6 September 2006, that Muller in fact teaches this limitation. Examiner maintains his interpretation 
that the claims as presently recited require each class be stored separately (i.e. in different regions), and further maintains that the claims 
as presently recited do not require each and every class to be stored separately and uniquely.as Applicant is alleging in the arguments set 
forth. It is not readily apparent to the Examiner that the cited art teaches (either in separately or in combination) storing each data class 
both separately and uniquely, however Examiner maintains that the claims as presently recited only require the former. In light of 
Examiner's interpretation which is believed to be the broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with Applicant's specification (MPEP § 
21 1 1), the rejections are maintained. Additionally, the IDS filed on 26 October 2006 was fully conSidiered.
